A Washing ton dispatch on Tuesday 
Hated that the War Department had sent 
to the House the reports of the Hennepin 
canal surv ey ors. Along with these were 
ma(>8 showing the surv ey s in detail and a 
letter from Gen. J ohn Newton, Chief of 
Eng ineers, to Secretary Eodicoit, in which 
he dissents from Maj. Handbury ’s con­ 
clusions fav oring the Meredoaia route, 
[Throug h Whiteside county and to the 
Mississippi below Albany as heretofore 
described in the T e le o r a p b ] and g iv es 
his own adhesion to the Rock Island one. 
The report is supplementary to that made 
by Maj. Beny aurd in 1883, and is v ery 
comprehensiv e. 
It is ex plained for the 
benefit of those not familiar with the sub­ 
ject that the route marked out between 
the Illinois Riv er and the summit lev el is 
twenty -fiv e miles in leng th and is com­ 
mon to all the surv ey s. The real point of 
interest is the route to be taken from the 
junction of the Dix on feeder to the Mis­ 
sissippi. Three lines hav e prev iously 
been surv ey ed and last season’s work g av e 
two additional routes div erg ing from 
those terminating at Rock Island and 
Watertown. The first of these routes is 
by following a line from a point in St 
Peter’s Marsh where it crossed on the 
Marais d’ Osier line to the point on Rock 
Riy er known as Penney ’s Sloug h, and 
from thence to the most practicable route 
to the Mississippi near Watertown. The 
second follows a line from 
Penney ’s 
Sloug h down the Rock Riy er to near its 
mouth, thence to the Mississippi one and 
one-half miles below Rock Island from 
the mouth ot ^ Green Riv er, the same 
g round being g one ov er as in the former 
surv ey . 
The estimates on all these routes 
are as follows, the total being for the con­ 
struction of the canal and feeder: 
Meredoai« route, 64 m iles............................$5,311,367 
Watertown route, 65.2 m iles, v ia Green 
Riv er................................................................ 7 ,207 ,646 
Watertown roate, v ia Pcnusy 's Sloug h, 
64.9 m iles........................................................ 6,306,552 
Rock Island route, v ia Green Riv er, 7 4.5 
m iles................................................................ 6,7 09 ,536 
Rock Island route, v ia Peaney ’s Sloug h 
aud Rock Riv er, 7 7 m iles 
— .. 6,554,052 
The costof the Rock Riv er feeder to 
Dix on which is included in all the abov e 
estimates, is $1,004,117 . The cost of im­ 
prov ing the Illinois & Michig an Canal 
would be $2,300,000, so that the total es­ 
timates of the Hennepin enterprise would 
v ary , according to .the route selected, 
from $8 ,111,000 to $9 ,507 ,000:

torney. The inquiry proposed by tho senate 
was to be made with a knowledge of the 
fact th a t more th a t four weeks before tho 
resolution was offered to the senate tho term 
of D uikiu bad expired.

W hy, the report of 
tho 
m ajority declared th at tho inform ation was 
w anted to enable the senate to discharge tho 
great duty imposed on it of m aking an 
inquiry as to the propriety of an official 
act by the president—the power to do which 
was expressly conferred upon him by » aw to 
bo exorcis*hi within his discretion.

Hr. Louis, March 11.—General Superin­ 
tendent Kerrigan*, of tho Missouri Pacific 
road, Wednesday notified tho strikers that 
they were no longer in the employ of the 
company, and that they must imftiediately 
leave the company’s premises, in order that 
the road might b e ab le to ro-umo operations 
ut once. 
The Knights guarding the com­ 
pany’s shops withdrew upon receiving this 
notice, aud their p aces wore taken b y De­ 
tective Furlong, chief of tue Gould sys­ 
tem ’s corps of 
detectives, 
and thirty- 
live armed men. 
The order issued b y 
Superintendent Kerrigan applies not only to 
tho men formerly in its employ in this city, 
b ut to all tho strikers on the system, and 
they havo all along the line of tho road with­ 
drew quietly from the company’s premises. 
The comi any was quietly engaging men all 
afternoon, the intention b eing to mako up a 
freight train on the Missouri Pacific and 
take it out. 
If possib le several trains will 
b o. made up and put on the wad. 
The 
ei^ineers and firemen are still with the com­ 
pany, as are also many of the b rakemen, 
and the new recruits are to take tlfe places of 
tho yardmen. If tho work is interfered with 
b y tho strikers the company will demand of 
the authorities the arrest of the men inter­ 
fering, and if protection can not b e given b y 
tho city an appeal to tho governor will b e 
made and the state m ilitia called on t 
This 
is not the avowed programme, for tho rail­ 
road officials mako no reply when asked for 
information; b ut it is ob tained from a source 
considered reliab le.

tion within the county where grown is 41.8 
per cent 
The av erage weight per bushel as 
estimated is 57 pounds, against 58 .8 for the 
prev ious crop and 56.9 for that of 18 8 4. The 
consumption for bread and other uses, the 
seed sown, and approx imately 8 5,000,00/ 
bushels ex ported since the 1st of March, 
18 8 5, makes a distribution equal to the sup­ 
ply from March last 
The March report of the department of 
agriculture on the consumption and distribu­ 
tion of the grain crops makes tlio proportion 
of corn still in the hands of farmers 40 per 
cent of the lost crop; one y ear ago the 
proportion of the crop on hand was 8 7.6 per 
cen t; two y ears ago 33 per cent of the 
short crop of 1883. 
It amounts to 773,000,- 
000 bushels, 98 ,009,000 more taan last March 
ana 361,000,000 more than in March, 18 8 4. 
The proportion is lowest in the west, where 
he a v y winter feeding is required, av eraging 
.'48 per cent in twelv e states. 
It is 45 per 
cent in the south, where it is required for 
feed of plow teams in spring and early 
summer, and 40 in the middle states. 
The 
proportion merchantable is 82.6 per cent, 
which is slightly abov e the av erage of a 
series of y ears. 
The v alue of the merchant­ 
able av erages 35.9 cents per bushel; of the 
unmerchantable 2.1.5 cent*.

av erage v alue of the stock on hand 8 3.3 
cents, which is
